A BILL 


To provide for the commissioner of copyrights and to revise the 

copyright law. 

1 Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 

2 lives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 
d That all records and other things relating to copyrights 

4 and required by law to be preserved in the Library of Con- 

5 gress which have heretofore been under the control of the 
f> Librarian of Congress, shall, from the date of this Act, be 

7 under the control of an officer to be known and designated as 

8 commissioner of copyrights, to be appointed by the President 

9 and confirmed by the Senate, who shall, under the supervision

10 of the Joint Committee on the Library, perform all the 

11 duties relating to copyrights which have heretofore by law 

12 been imposed upon the Librarian of Congress.

That the circuit courts, and district courts hav¬ 
ing the jurisdiction of circuit courts, shall have power, upon 
bill in equity, filed by any party aggrieved, to grant injunc¬ 
tions to prevent the violation of any rights secured by the 
laws respecting copyrights, according to the course 
principles of courts of equity, on such terms as the court may 
deem reasonable.

“ engraving,” “ cut,” and “print” shall be applied only to 
pictorial illustrations or works connected with the fine arts, 
and no prints or labels designed to be used for any articles 
of manufacture shall be entered under the copyright law, but 
may be registered in the Patent Office.
